1« Reference is made to Secret Dispatch #1124 originating At 
tbs American Legation in Vienna entitled the "Hungarian Underground Movement" 
and coneerna the interrogation of a refugee from Hungary named Ferenc Kalaan 
Eorand F ARIAS, 

2# Higgler VI brought the attention of thi? office to said ref- 
erence and asked if this office had been aware of the existence of such a 
group in Hungary* He added that quite independently he had been receiving 
rumors ( or reports) of the arrest of a number of Individuals in Budapest 
who were described as members sf a Christian Socialist movement* He stated 
that up until this tins he was unaware of the exi stance of such an organisa- 
tion* 



3. By reading through the report, thA Undersigned case to the 
conclusion that the whole Uisiness is about as plamalbl* as any of the pre- 
vious "resistance movements" which had come to the attention of this office* 

The avgue wanner in which the origins of the party were described, along with a 
significant absence of wanes of leading personalities and the unreal wanner 
in which wewbership was recorded sees to contribute to the opinion that 
this "visit "of FARIAS as party representative is tantamount to a new type 
•f provocation* The atroy concerning the abortive flight plans of Laszlo 
HOT AH ( the only nawe wentioned in the report) is hardly plausible consider- 
ing the wanner in which owwunist-dominated governments take counter-measures to 
cope with crimes of a lesser type* 

4« Higgler VI telegraphed to Washington and Vienna the names of 
persons reported as * arrested and known to be w awe be re or allied with such a 
movement) he suggested that perhaps the names way prove useful In futher 
interrogation of FARIAS, aimed at getting wore information out of him* Higgler 
VI admitted that Egrl VII was the source of |■fWIW^hAww this new information 
and it was believed that Sgri VII got the data frew one Tibor RAHHJGTI, a 
somewhat suspicious Individual, reputed to be a double agent* The data can be 
classified as follows : those who were reported to be Christian Socialists; 
those allied with underground movement a 0 It is Interesting to note that moot

the Vienna Dispatch concerns this same p/ere on* Regretfully, this office has 
forgotten the name of Dagenhqp^s resistance representative* Vienna station 
officers stated that their man *5 story was forwarded to Headquarters and 
as a reply, Headquarter® Likened the story to mAny other "resistance move- 
ment" plots which have been reported by this station, and elsewhere* It is 
recalled that Vienna wanted te n break n tiheir man*s story and loam Whether 
there is more to his visit than what he has chosen to reveal* It is fcsanoi not 
considered wise to use the above information in the further Interrogation 
of PARKAS, (or the other man, if there be one) in the opinion of this wMaktam 
office as the source of this information is regarded as a doublo-mgent ±m 
insofar as Kgrl VI is concerned* It la also curious to note that the wave of 
arrest ^o. If true, secured shortly after the arrest of Aloyslus PCHGRACZ, 
who had bean involved in such movements and whose exploits hhvo been previously 
reported* 
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
